Book Review 

A BOOK THAT PROVIDES A UNIQUE WAY OF EXPERIENCING PARIS. 


Hidden Gardens of Paris: A Guide to the Parks, 
Squares, and Woodlands of the City of Light 



A DIMINUTIVE PAPERBACK, 

A Guide to the Parks, Squares, and 
Woodlands of the City of Light 
seeks to provide readers with a 
unique way of experiencing Paris 
as a pedestrian and through its 
open spaces. Not the grand 
flamboyant ones alone, but also 
the everyday open spaces that 
are occupied regularly and known 
mostly by its inhabitants. “The 
best way to get to know green 
Paris is to walk, discovering as you 
move from one arrondissement to 
another the jumble of 
neighbourhoods, or quartiers, and 
identities that only the 
pedestrians have a chance to find. 


Paris is ordinary, scruffy, 
individualistic, bizarre, broken, 
endlessly inventive, secretive, 
and tender, haunted with history, 
generous with pretty squares 
away from boulevards,” writes 
the author in the introduction 
to the guide. 

Through this volume, she 
attempts to feature 40 green 
spaces of the beloved French city. 
They span all scales, from small 
gardens to large urban Parks and 
even woodlands. The features are 
organized according to their 
geographic location, making it 
easy for a traveller to navigate 


with aid of this book. It’s a 
delightful read that’s easy and 
doesn’t overwhelm. It carries the 
basics; there’s a map at the 
beginning that locates open 
spaces, along with useful 
information such as opening 
hours, proximal metro lines and 
entrance locations. There are also 
details about situating nearby 
attractions such as bistros, 
bookstores and museums that 
are popular. 

“This book also searches the 
legacy of each space, the fertile 
culture of art or history or 
character that lives in the 


consciousness of the city,” writes 
the author. Accordingly, each 
open space has been 
contextualized by its cultural or 
literary history. The reader will 
discover that many of the 
cheerful parks and squares like 
Square Marice Gardette and Parc 
des Buttes-Chaumont have 
memories of dark, often sinister 
pasts etched onto them. Some 
gardens featured are charmingly 
unexpected like the Alpine 
Gardens and the jardin des 
Plantes that showcase the flora of 
the mountainous regions from 
around the world. La Promenade 
Plantee, the three-mile planted 
promenade that makes use of an 
abandoned railway line might 
actually be the precedent of the 
popular Highline in New York. 

This book is for those who would 
like explore the uncommon sights 
in one of the most visited city of 
the world. The photography too is 
from the perspective of an insider 
— the cover image is especially 
lovely and captures the promise 
that exists in a yet-to-be 
discovered place.

LIKE A MEANDERING RIVER THAT 

takes its own course, New-Deihi based 
artist Promiia Arora’s paintings are 
seamiessiy connected to each other. 

T oday, her work mostly comprises of 
architectural paintings. Her latest 
show, Vignettes from the Sky explores 
the cityscape through glasses and 
mirrors. It emulates — both 
metaphorically and physically — an 
artist’s desire to be in two places 
simultaneously... in the open skies and 
the city. It is her insatiable desire to 
travel around the world and soak in the 
culture of the places that translates 
into this fascination with structures. 

For instance. Strife is a painting done 
after the bomb blast in Connaught 
Place; and the Runner Series has been 
inspired by the 2008 Olympics. Having 
done her masters in English from Delhi 
University and after working with Air 
India for 12 years, Promila decided to 
pursue her hobby of painting. She 
formally studied art at the T riveni Kala 
Sangam and over the course of eight 
years (2006 till date) has immersed 
herself in this vocation. In the past, 
she’s showcased her work at the 83rd 
Annual All India Art Exhibition (2012), 
Common String, India Habitat Centre 
(2011) and Timeless Moments, Art 
Gallery Gurgaon (November 2010) 
among others.

DEAR HUMAN’S DURABLE WALLPAPERING TILES ARE CREATED WITH RECYCLED PAPER.

FOR LONG NOW, PAPER HAS BEEN 

recycled and used in interesting ways. 
But here’s something we’ve not seen 
before. Dear Human, a Vancouver- 
based creative studio founded by 
Jasna Sokoiovic and Noei O’Conneii in 
2009, has done something very 
interesting indeed. On a perpetual 
mission to develop new techniques 
for their work, the firm has utilized a 
large quantity of paper offcuts from 
its neighbourhood garment factory. 
The tiles named Wallpapering are 
created by using an air release die (a 
pressured casting machine which is 
similar to industrial presses for plastic, 
ceramics and metals). This quick 
hydraulic process compresses 
shredded paper into a hard and 
durable board. The result is a 
colourful range of hexagonal tiles (20 
mm thick) in a variety of styles and 
prints. Used for areas not affected by 
excess moisture, these sturdy tiles 
also have acoustic absorption 
qualities. The firm’s work draws 
inspiration from new environments, 
experimenting with materials, and by 
collaborating with other designers, 
architects and artists. In the past, the 
firm has also experimented with 
making lovely recycled paper pulp 
and ceramic lampshades.

ARCHITECT LIJO JOS OF THE FAMOUS KERALA-BASED LIJO.RENY.ARCHITECTS, TELLS 
US ABOUT HIS LOVE FOR ART, CONTEMPORARY ARCHITECTURE AND MORE... 



ARCHITECT 


LIJO JOS 


When in life did this passion for architecture 
engulf you? 

It did not happen overnight. Though I was deeply interested in 
art, never wanted to learn it formally in an institution, so as to be 
free to explore it in a manner that was personal. If I were to 
learn something; I had decided that it would be in the field of 
design as I could explore my interest in art. Making interesting 
structures as part of school projects prompted me to take 
up architecture. 

T ell us about the team at Lijo.Reny.Architects... does 
your collaborative energies come together to form the 
firm’s design philosophy? 

It’s a tiny studio with not more than five people at a time. We are 
not interested in having a Guinness World Record for maximum 
projects done in an architect’s career... we are with what we get 
to do. As long as you understand each other’s calibre or the lack 
of it, we think it’s easy to work together. Reny (my partner) and I 
know exactly how much we can push each other’s limit to attain 
productive/satisfying output. 



Kerala is perceived as a traditional, conventional 
state; how difficult is it being a contemporary 
architect there? 

Duringthe initial stages of our practice we constantly reminded 
ourselves that ‘taking inspiration from the past was fine but 
replicating images from the past for the sake of nostalgia could 
arrest growth’. This prompted us to explore and experiment 
with new languages for the region. This could be a never-ending 
process as it can only be delivered in small dosages or else it 
would be difficult for the public to digest. The situation in Kerala 
was generally difficult for a contemporary practice. Times have 
changed as a group of young architects spread all over Kerala 
are working towards a similar goal. However, it was relatively 
easy for us as we were well published/recognized/awarded for 
one of our projects duringthe initial stages. Moreover, the public 
has taken a fancy to contemporary architecture since the last 
few years. Unfortunately, the desire for clean, straight lines and 
box-like designs only arrest the possibility of a much-needed 
evolution in this genre. This could also deter those trying to find 
that contextual balance in contemporary design. However, we 
are still working on it. 

Art has a strong influence in your work, how do you 
incorporate it in your projects? 

As of now, we satisfy this urge with the poetic use of elements. 
Like in the case with ‘the running wall’ a one of our residences 
which was a reference/ inspiration from the Storm King wall by 
Andy Goldsworthy and the ‘Running Fence’ by Christo and Jeanne 
Claude. The programme of the project demanded such an 
element and we thought a poetically moving wall would be a great 
answer.

These sofas are the clients’ house in 
the countryside. The architects had 
thought of something similar for this 
place, so rather than creating new 
pieces, these were pressed into 
service here. The arched niches 
are a nod to the client’s request for 
‘something Rajasthani’. 


S paces are like people. They have 
a personality. The sleek, clean 
lines and finishes of a 
contemporary interior bring to 
mind a formal individual. Suave, 
sophisticated, soigne. With a 
well-modulated voice and having a laughter 
doled out in carefully measured doses. A 
rustic style, on the other hand, with its 
rough-hewn surfaces and friendly scattering 
of accessories evoke images of flyaway hair 
and an informal sartorial grace. Of hearty 
guffaws and back-slapping camaraderie. 
Most spaces we’ve seen are the one or the 
other... except this apartment in an upscale 
Mumbai suburb. 

“The client was very clear about the two 
distinct styles that were to be used in a single 
space,” reveals architect Prashant Chauhan 
of Zerog, which was commissioned this work. 
“The areas that the lady of the house was 
most involved in — the kitchen and the living 
room — had to have an old-world feel and an 
interactive quality, and the private zone had 
to be strictly contemporary.” What’s more, 
the break between the two styles had to be 
clean: there would be no soft blurring of the 
boundaries or a gradual transition from one 
style to the other. “Not something that one 
usually encounters, but, well, this was a 
design mandate.” There were more to follow. 


This is a second home for the clients; their 
primary one being just outside urban limits, 
set in a quasi-agrarian landscape. So the 
second specification was to infuse a country 
villa-esque feel into the interiors. And the 
third one was that the design scheme 
needed to assimilate the client’s 
considerable collection of artefacts, 
spanning ancient cookware, decorative 
chains, statues and the like. 

“Whenever we begin any project, we put 
together a document with the clients’ likes 
and preferences and wish lists. Usually you 
take care of the furniture layout, the electrical 
schemes first, and then follow that up with 
accessorization,” discloses Anu Chauhan, the 
other principal at Zerog. “But in this case, the 
book started with sketches that proposed 
ways and means of including a sizeable 
collection of accessories... way before we’d 
even actually had a chance to see them. In 
that sense, this project began with the last 
end first.” Once the client was confident the 
architects would do justice to her cherished 
acquisitions, they set upon the task of 
physically sifting through the pieces and 
figuring out how each one could be could be 
put forth in the best light. For this, came the 
very important exercise of studying the 
column layout in an extremely detailed 
fashion. “We had to do this because we

needed to ascertain where we could put in 
niches and of what depth could those be, 
where the shelves could be positioned...” says 
Prashant. “We took into account several of 
these objects, and created display points 
specially for them. Some were accommodated 
in niches, some were mounted on the wall. 
Others were arranged on specially created 
shelves and window ledges.” 

The existing spatial configuration didn’t see 
too much of tampering: only the door to the 
kitchen, which originally opened into the 
entrance passage, was blocked up, and 
shifted to the living area; and the footprint of 
the house was enlarged by reclaiming unused 
portions. The earlier 2-foot-deep false ceiling 
was replaced with a thinner version that 
would accommodate slim conduit pipes. 

Walls were given cut-outs wherever possible 
to create a feeling openness, and the 
punctures thus obtained were put to good 
use as display points. “The idea in the living 
room-kitchen section was to create 
attractive compositions. There had to be 
something going on in every corner,” reveal 
the architects. “Reclaiming dead areas gave 
us small projections internally, which, in one 
case, has been used to accommodate a 
day-bed, and create a cosy pocket. The 
balcony railings were retained for their

The side-wall of the sink unit is a POP surface 
embedded with ceramic tiles. 

This home is full of compositions. This one, for 
instance, as a small niche, created at just the right 
height, with a bow-legged table set in front.

simplified form which would provide a 
fitting backdrop to the greens.” 

T 0 create the right stage for all the 
accessories and to reinforce the old-world 
rusticity, the shell of the public zone, too, had 
to fulfill certain stylistic norms. The choice of 
flooring wasn’t that much of a problem: 
jaisalmer stone seemed to be the right 
material, its charm elevated by an inlay of 


brass frangipani leaves. The walls, however, 
were a different story, and this is where the 
architects faced their biggest challenge. “A 
rough wall surface was what we wanted to 
create, but precisely how to achieve it was an 
area of much deliberation. We contemplated 
mud plaster, even cow dung... but in the end, it 
was rough cement plaster, simply painted over 
without finishing with putty, which won.” 
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This curtailed version of a dining 
space features something between 
a breakfast counter and a full- 
fledged dining table. The base was 
actually a credenza (already in the 
clients’ possession), which was 
given a glass top and transformed 
into a dining table of sorts. This was 
because the guests freely circulate 
within the public zone when there’s 
a gathering, and the living room 
becomes as extension of the 
living space. 


The furniture is mostly what the architects 
call “Parsi-style”: tile-fronted, bow-legged 
consoles and a three-seater, accompanied 
by other ethnic expressions in wood. The 
only exception to this is the simple, clean- 
lined sofa set which belonged to the clients 
and happily fit the form as sought by the 
architects. The dining table, too, is an 
example of making the most of what was 
available. ‘The table is an abridged one, 
somewhere between a full-fledged version 
and a breakfast counter. The lady of the 
house didn’t want a ‘proper’ dining area, so 
we converted a credenza that she already 


had into an eating counter by giving it a 
glass top.” 

Lighting came in the form of surface- 
mounted ceiling lights and several handi- 
style pendants. The artefacts housed within 
niches, bathe in the gentle illumination 
thrown by recessed spotlights. In the kitchen, 
the lighting under the over-the-counter units 
are shielded by jaalis instead of the regular 
solid pelmets, an effective decorative ploy to 
reinforce the theme in an otherwise 
functional space. “The other strategies to 
heighten the rusticity of the kitchen include a 
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LEFT The bathrooms, 
like the rest of the 
private zone, are 
contemporary in 
styling.

dado of handmade tiles and a rough- 
plastered portion near the sink area 
embedded with more handmade tiles. Also, 
the client had a distress-finished unit that fit 
the scheme beautifully,” says Anu. 

This then, is largely, how the public zone 
looks: rough-hewn wood, handmade tiles, 
distressed paint, stoneware, ancient-style 
accessories... Step into the private zone, and 
the mood shifts dramatically, even 
disconcertingly. Stark white G 4 engineered 
flooring replaces honey-toned jaisalmer; 
wood gives way to veneer; accessories are

minimal; lighting is mostly recessed. In the 
master bedroom, wardrobe shutters in 
brown mirror visually expand the space; 
while a batman icon in MDF, backlit and 
mounted on leather panelling behind the 
pinewood platform bed, declares the son’s 
favourite amongthe superheroes. 

A dichotomous design notwithstanding, this 
home presents different experiences for 
different privacy levels, and fulfils what its 
occupants seek from their sanctuary. Each 
area has been made special for each 
member, making this home just what the 
client ordered! CH

Craving for carving

same vein, the client wanted something of Rajasthan in her house. More handmade tiles came to the rescue. This time with a block-print-like 
design to form part of an accent near the sink area. 



Sturdy elegance 

Design is sometimes about 
thinking on your feet. Here, the 
lady of the house did not want a 
full-fledged dining area, so the 
architects went back to the 
drawing board (they’d included a 
dining area in their earlier layout), 
and came up with a dining counter 
positioned along a window. The 
table itself was a refashioned 
credenza. The niches below 
served to display old-style 
cookware. A similar improvisation 
can be seen in the group of four 
niches. The architects had made a 
detailed study of the column plans 
as the design scheme included 
many niches. But somehow they 
missed the one here. But instead 
of reducingthe planned number 
of niches, they simply reduced the 
depth of two, and used them to 
serve, in one case, a wall-mounted 
artefact. So don’t worry if one 
plan doesn’t work out. Put on your 
think cap, and you’re sure to come 
up with something good!. 
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when a client in Bangalore implicitly 
trusts the folks over at Nadig Associates, 
the result is a mammoth home with luxe 
spaces that are seamlessly connected 
through ingenious aesthetics.

do.” Coincidentally, the day I 
stumbled upon this Frank 
Gehry quote was the day I 
visited a bungalow in Bangalore nestled in a 
secluded area. Surrounded with greenery, the 
gorgeous structure was evocative of the old 
peaceful Garden City. Here was a client from 
the real estate industry who handed over a 
i4,ooo-square-foot plot area to his architects 
Dilip and Anu Nadigto construct his residence 
and gave them an entirely free hand. There 
were no prescribed brief, existing materials, 
budget, questions and even interference. Built 
for a family of four, a couple and their two 
teenage children, the design of the house 
corroborates the creativity, passion, intense 
detailing and diversity that an architect can 
bring into his/her designs, with the complete 
trust of the clients. 


Nadig Associates is the Bangalore firm headed 
by Dilip Nadig and Anu Nadig. Through the 
company’s 24-year run, the two have dabbled 
in fewer residences as compared to their other 
body of work. Infact, the firm doesn't work on 
projects less than 8,000 sq ft. So this 
contemporary bungalow completed in 2014 fit 
the bill and found its inspiration in Balinese 
architecture. Once the structure was erected, 
the architect-couple set out on a 10-day visit 
to China, picking up loose furniture, artefacts 
and accessories. When they returned, the duo 
conceptualized the interiors accordingly. 

“We actually carried life-sized plans of the 
house to China to get proportionate-sized 
material,” says Dilip while admitting that they 
genuinely enjoyed doing the house with no 
frivolous spending and the clients asking for 
no changes. 

Sometimes, complete creative license can lead 
to ostentatious design especially with large 
spaces. However, this bungalow makes an 
impression through its gentle but affirmative, 
minimalist yet striking design. One that weaves 
through a fascinating structure fulfilling the 
basics of space, lighting and ventilation. 
Additionally, the architects have used 
materials, furniture, texture and accessories 
to deftly impart an enduring meaning to 
each nook and cranny. It’s also a lesson in 
restraint and how huge space need not be 
disconnected but actually something that is 
inviting and peaceful. 

Spread over three levels, this 12,000-square- 
foot bungalow sports varying heights and soft 
elements that convert each vista from the 
interiors into an alluring space. There’s a sit 
out and a deck on the ground floor; terrace 
gardens, balcony and a bar area on the upper

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ieveis. Being 100 per cent Vastu-compiiant, 
the driving force of the design in many aspects 
became the science itseif — the concept of 
stepped courtyards features as a consequence 
of the mandate of ievei differences. 

The strong exterior of the house is charmingly 
broken by voids, frames, wooden cladding 
and the use of glass. Wooden frames (topped 
with glass) define the driveway as well as the 
approach route to the east-facing main door. 
The entrance foyer gives way to the formal 
living, a double-height family living area 
(facing a sculptured staircase), the dining- 
kitchen space and a guest room. 


A cornered glazing from the foyer to the family 
living to the dining throws open views of 
acovered landscaped sit-out. The first level 
has the kids’ bedrooms, a family space looking 
into the bar deck and terrace garden, a 
home theatre and an extensive i5'io"xi3' puja 
space. The second level has a huge master 
bedroom and extended terrace gardens. 

When such vast spaces are designed, there 
exists the freedom to use multitude of things, 
but to bind it to make it look compact yet 
gratifying remains a challenge. In this 
bungalow, each furniture piece, accessory 
and material has a deliberate intent. 
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CLOCKWISE, FROM TOP LEFT: While the sun seeps in through the full-height glazing, the cut-out near the lift area visual connects spaces. 

A crushed tissue chandelier drops from the first floor into the family space underscoring the large double height volume. 

The sculptured staircase in steel and wood appears lighter on the eyes. 

Wood dominates the dining area in the false ceiling and in dining table made in solid wood. The Armor Quartz coating on the walls tricks the eye into 
seeing wallpaper. 

The jigsaw-puzzle centre table complements the neutral palette in the formal living room. The wooden louvre partition creates a point of interest and 
camouflages the lift area.

Materials employed have enduring, low- 
maintenance qualities and bear textured 
treatments. Colour comes through in varying 
greens. The use of wood is ingenious in the 
form of teak, veneers and engineered variants. 
Equally intelligent is the intricate coordinated 
furnishings. T ogether, these elements define 
spaces; for instance the wooden louvre 
partition in the formal living (concentric circles 
with increasing diameter) provides a sense of 
interest from the foyer. It concurrently 
camouflages the lift area. A stone-cladded 
feature in the foyer further follows a similar 
colour palette of the mute glistening Italian 
marble flooring (catching some magical 
reflections) and the banana blinds used 
throughout the house. The special wall 
treatments especially on the dining and 
staircase walls (Armor Quartz coating) 
reproduce the aesthetics of wallpapers. The 
extensive false ceiling with veneers 
complementingthe POP further highlights 
spaces and their directions. 

There seems a genuine effort to make the 
design lighter on the eyes. Take for example, 
the clever departure from a staircase in RCC to 
one in a laser-cut 25odia MS Pipe and solid 
teak. It’s sleeker, given its ubiquitous visibility 
in the house and allows a lot of filtered light to 
come through the west sun that barges 
through its full-length glazing.There are cut 
outs on all three levels near the lift that keeps 
that space connected — physically, visually, 
tangibly and mentally. 

The bedrooms inherently follow a theme. 
Robust elements like blinds with imprints of

The bar on the first floor has a beautiful wall featuring motifs of laser-cut stone. The browns of the cane furniture are equally complemented by 
the greens.

flags of various nations, a leather tapering 
headboard, a sturdy lounging chair, a study 
table in recycled wood, an antique wooden 
drawer and a metal lamp dropping from the 
ceiling feature in the son's bedroom. The 
daughter's space is evocative of a fairyland 
with petite feminine patterns running through 
the ceiling. The wallpaper has been 
coordinated with the headboard and the 
gentle wooden partition that imparts 
exclusivity to the study and seating area. The 
master bedroom has a regal touch — with 
seating and a four-poster bed. Huge walk-in 
wardrobes and luxurious attached bathroom 
designs accentuate the sleeping areas. 

The loose furniture, artefacts and lighting 
were all picked up from China and Bali while 
the design of the fixed furniture and a lot of 
furnishings was conceptualized in-house. 
Straight-lined decor keeps the look minimalist. 
Of note are various handpicked pieces — the 
centre table in the formal living where 
individual pieces fit into each other replicating 
a jigsaw puzzle; a majestic chair-cum-sofa in 
the foyer; an intriguing triangular drawer 
space in the dining; and the wooden 10-seater 
dining table (made out of six 12' solid wood 
logs and table legs clad with pumice stone). 

A lot of thought has been given to the 
placement of trendy eclectic furnishings and 
accessories — the lamp in the formal living, 
the peacock styled-mirror and the acrylic base 
drop lights cladded with wood chips in the 
dining, the (almost) 3D-looking carpets in the 
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TOP The teak flooring and the use of veneers in 
the false ceiling add warmth to the 
master bedroom.

foyer, formal living and family space; the light 
holders (the crushed tissue chandelier 
dropping from the wooden cross into the 
family living area defining the double height 
space, the light droplets in the master 
bedroom seating area and the bedside lamps 
in the guest room). 

Ample greenery refurbishes the harder 
elements — as seen in the courtyards and 
terraced gardens, as creepers in the exterior 
wooden frames, or just as individual plants 


peppered throughout the house. The sit-outs 
follow the Balinese sense of aesthetic. The bar 
on the first floor is done up tastefully in mint 
stone flooring and a beautiful wall featuring 
motifs of laser-cut stone follows a brown 
palette (also noticed in the natural fibre 
chotto/ topped by glass on the ceiling) and is 
well complimented with a lot of individual 
green plants. 

At different times of the day, the house 
radiates a different ambience — in the 
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morning, it is awash with natural light and the 
afternoon has the sun glazing in through the 
blinds emitting a yellowish warm flavour. At 
night, the twinkling stars and the subtle LED 
lighting bestow almost an exquisite feel to the 
space. Such a design shows respect for the 
architects who end up giving their clients’ 
dreams fruition. At an IIA event earlier this 
year, architect Dilip Nadig rightly declared, 
"Because people respect architects, even if 
they might not understand them; there is lot of 
artistic freedom and personal experience in 
the field; and it gives way to tangible and 
sometimes (euphoric) results.” Truly, this 
bungalow stands for all these qualities 
and more. ED

T hey say iife in New Delhi’s urban 
villages is defined by the two 
conflicting forces — on one side 
are the exploding unregulated 
development and a dense 
inherited city grain on the other.

“In the past century, the design of the modern As one approaches the gallery, a colourful 
art gallery has been reduced to a dumb white effervescent screen comes into view. 
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CLOCKWISE, FROM LEFT A single bold yellow line starts outside the steps 
and leads one inwards into the space while a linear neon green pitched roof 
pulls the eye into the main gallery space. 

At the main gallery space which has been consciously draped in white, the 
artworks come to life and engages a visitor intimately. 

A closer look at the floating roof in steel which also incorporates a sleek 
track of lights. 

The reception area is visible from outside too emphasizing and encouraging 
the inherent voyeuristic nature of the process of looking in to a private 
space from the street. Highlights here include the stark furniture in 
bold colours.

Composed entirely of twisted metal flats 
placed at varying intervals, the screen 
announces an artistic presence on the street. 
Predominantly white and neon green, there 
are a few splashes of bold pink highlighting 
the brand colours, echoed in two bold 
lollipop signs that carry the name of the 
gallery. The partial transparency allows a 
glimpse of the interior space, which seems 
almost like an extension of the street outside, 
an illusion furthered by a single bold yellow 
line that starts outside the steps and leads 
one inwards into the space. 

“As we weren't allowed to puncture the walls 
or make any structural changes, the 
challenge was to create a theatrical space 
that did not attempt to compete with the art 
on display but created enough interest to 
create a series of layered spaces that 
complemented the disjointed floor plan. Due 


to the diminutive size of the space, it was 
important to have an entrance that created a 
transition from a brightly-lit outdoors to the 
dark interiors, without creating a sensation of 
being too enclosed,” asserts Akshat. From the 
entrance, a long thin unusable space was 
animated with a linear neon green pitched roof 
that pulls the eye into the main gallery space. 
Floating away from the walls, this creates a 
tunnel of vision by complementing the bold 
yellow line in the floor. Another pitched roof 
hovers above the reception area, but is 
inverted to allow for a wider outside view. 
These give way to a flat ceiling in the rear main 
gallery, creating a dialogue between clean 
white spaces that are inhabited by transient 
art and dynamic coloured spaces that are 
inherently engaging. Storage and back of 
house areas are discretely hidden away at the 
rear of the space and given an inexpensive 
maintenance free surface finish. Large panels 


can be moved around to reconfigure the 
gallery for different sizes of artwork and these 
also form temporary storage areas. 

Since the interior space had no daylight, the 
focus of the lighting was to create both a 
comfortable level of ambient lighting and 
focused areas of brighter lighting for the 
artwork, so it would “pop out” and capture 
attention. By carefully balancing the levels of 
illumination in the space to minimize shadow, 
we could ensure that there would be no gallery 
fatigue. Concurrently, the track system was 
designed in a way that the artwork could be 
suspended 100 mm away from the back wall 
so that the individual positions could be 
curated for maximum effect. This also creates 
the possibility of viewing the art from closer 
proximity by allowing for toe-in space, while 
allowing the gallery owners and artists to use 
the shadows for their own advantage, creating

areas of emphasis. The bold line on the floor 
continues to wrap around the periphery of the 
gallery spaces and the cues from the street 
continue in the design of the artwork 
information plates. These are uniquely placed 
on the floor below each piece, akin to a 
parking sign, signifying the need to pause and 
engage with the work on display rather than 
pass by with the cursory glance. T ruly. Art 
District Xlll is the coming of age of art galleries 
in India... and celebrates the passion and 
commitment of two like-minded individuals 
(read, the client and the architects), who made 
a radical change in the general perception 
towards art and art galleries. ED
